Capt. Paul SBoyton’s : Dangerous 
Joke on the English Corvette 
‘Garnet. a.

The Noted Swimmer, Accompanied by 
a Party of Reporters, Floats Under 
the British Vessel and Fastens a 
Dummy Torpedoto It—The Discov- 
ery and Explanation.

New Yorx, May 7.—Capt. Paul Boyton, swim- 
mer, Irish Nationalist and of the rank of 
chevalier in half a dozen languages, told 
some friends on Tuesday afternoon that 
he was going to fix a “dummy torpedo” that 
night in the bull of the British ship Garnet, now 
lying“at anchor in the Narrows, off Tompkinsvilie. 
The reporter met him that evening and at 9:30 
o'clock the party was at the Battery. Tim Hag- 
gart, the swimmer's right-hand man, was waiting 
at the foot of the stairs with a Whitehall boatman. 
The party landed at Tompkxinsville, and were some- 
what startled to find several man-of wars men 
standing above the wharf. Two midshipmen stood 
a little apart from the rest, looking anxiously in 
different directions, They were not hunting for 
dynamiters, though; they were only looking for a 
Staten Island boatman. Capt. Boyton and his 
right-hand man went away down to the end of the 
lumber wharf, and the Captain put on and inflated 
his big rubber suit. He leoked like a gigantic 
Esquiman. Only his face was exposed. All the 
rest of his costume, even to his finger tips, 


was shining black rubber. He silently slipped into 
the water, and the whole expedition was about to 
start, wben some more of the English sailors came 
down to Wiener’s Hotel and called loudly for boat- 
men. Boyton got out of — It was after mid- 
night when the last three sailors were rowel away 
to their ship, and then the funbegan.

He did not paddle merely steering with the biade, 
which he moved without a ripple under the water. 
He made a mistake in his vessel, though, and 
dropped down alongside the Uni States cutter 
Endeavor. He quietly tied the bag to the cutter’s 
anchor chain and let himself float away. The 
sma!! size of the vessel made him suspicious, and, 
to make sure, he shouted to the marine who paced 
the deck: 

“What véssel is this?” 

“The Endeavor,” cried the man in: reply. 

“Well, then, let me come alongside and take 
away a torpedo I've tied to her by mistake,"’ re- 
plied Boyton.

The Testator Makes Liberal Dequests to 
the Members of His Family.

New Yoru, May 7.—The late Commodore Cor 
nelius K. Garrison's wiil was filed for probate yes- 
terday. The document isten page« in length aod 
was executed February 17, 1833. The witnesses te 
the will are John P. Kennedy, George L. Geran and 
Wm. Bronk. The testator first gives his late resi- 
dence, No. 40 Park avenue, to his wife Letitia, and 
also the household furniture and other chattels and 
effects: also all horses and carriages for her abso- 
lute nse and benefit, “excepting, however, money, 
securities for money, evidences of debt and of title 
and accounts, vouchers and manuscripts.” In ad- 
dition to these gifts he bequeaths to his wife $500,- 
000, which, tegether with the eoqenss before men- 
tio. ed, is to received by her in lieuof dower, 
To his daughter, Catherine M. Van Anken, tne 
testator gives $200,000, and to each of her children, 
viz: Barret, Jessie and Cornelia, he gives $10,000, 
He next givesto Mary H. Garrison, widow of his 
deceased son, Wilitam H., $200,000. and to each of 
the four children of his son, Mary N., Martha E., 
William R. and Catharine R., $100,000. The be- 
quests to William R. and Catharine R., who are 
now minors, are to be held by the trustees, in trust, 
until they shall arrive at the age of 21 years. He 
directs that the above bequests shall be paid in 
preference to any other bequests mentioned in his 
will. The testator then gives to his sister, Mahalia 
Barrett, during her life an annuity of $1,500 to be 
paid semi-annually. To his brother Isaac L, an 
annuity of $500, to his nephew Milton Barrett, an 
annuity of , and directs the executors in their

granddaughter, Mary N. Garrison; one-eighth to 
his grandchild, Martha E. Garrison, and the re- 
maining two-eighths are to be retained for his

. Garrison, to be invested in good securities, the 
trustees to collect ail rents and revenues, and to 
pay such portion as they deein proper for the edu- 
cation, support and maitenauce vl William R. and 
Catkerine ik.

The willand codicil were executed at 
No. 5 Bowling Green, The will and petition for 
probate were filed by William bBrouk, one of the 
witnesses and attorney ior the executors.

THE BACK-DOWN, 

Lonpon, May 7.—The opinion is gaining ground, 
both here and if Eurone, that the Government's ar- 
rangements are, in a word, 4 complete surrender to 
Russia of all the points she has demanded. Though 
the more moderate of the Conservatives condemn 
Lord Randolph Churchill's endeavors to oppose the 
war credit, the probability of a defeat for the Gov- 
ernment is talked of in many quarters. The Morn- 
ing Post agrees with Lord Churchill about the urg- 
ent need of ousting the Ministry, ana says; “Eight 
independent members might have turned Glad- 
stone's majority of fourteen intoa minority. After 
the terribie events of the past week will they be 
forthcoming?" 

The Standard says that the dignity and powers of 
Russia and Engiand were embodied in General 
_ Komaroff and Sir Peter I-umsden, and that M. De 
Giers will take care that Russiaw prestige in the 
person of Komaroff shall not be dimmed, while the 
English Ministry has already decided that of En. 
gland is to be extinguished. 

“a further misfortune,” says tho Standard, ‘‘is 
that we are by no means assured that even for the 
hour the necessity of using force has passed away.” 

The Neue Freie Presse of Vienna predicts that 
Italy will become estranged from England by the 
latter’s indecision of policy and attitude. 

An unconfirmed rumor is current that the Indian 
Departments have been ordered to cease their war 
preparations. 

It is reported that General Zelenoi will go either 
to St. Petersburg or to London, to assist in the de- 
limitation of the frontier. 

CONDUCT OF THE TORIES. 

Lonpon, May 7.—The Times, commenting on the 
attitude of the Conservatives towards the Govern- 
ment, respecting the Afghan question, cbharacter- 
izes the conduct of the Tory leaders as unwise. It 
says that Lord Randolph Churchill was not justified 
in proposing to refuse supplies to the Government. 
The approaching election will give the Conserva- 
ives ample opportunity to arraign the Govern- 
ment at the bar of public opinion. The Times ar- 
gues that the Conservative party will be much 
stronger if it abstains from crude and extravagant 
proposal. “The Government have mismanaged the 
Afghan business,"’ the article concludes, ‘but that is 
no reason for Lord Randolph Churchill’s giving ad- 
vice which shows that the opposition is incapable of 
doing better.” 

THE BOUNDARY COMMISSION REMAINS. 

Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, Under Foreign Secre- 
tary, replying this afternoon, in the House 
of Commons, to the Right Hon. Edward 
Gibson, Conservative member for Dublin University, 
stated that General Ridgeway with Captain Yates 
and others would remain in charge of the Afzhan 
Boundary Commission, now that Sir Peter Lumsden 
is coming to London. 

“The instructions sent to Sir Peter Lums- 
‘den, Lord Edmund continued, “do not 
{ance his appointment. He has not been sum- 

woned to London to advise the Government about 

e frontier. The Boundary Commissioners’ escort 
/ will remain with Gen. Ridgeway, who will carry on 
the work of the commission on the spot." 

RUSSIA'S ADVANTAGES. 

Earl Granville, Foreign Minister, in the House of 
Lords this afternoon, replying toa motion by the 
opposition for a production by the Government of 
the papers in the Russian controversy, used the fol- 
lowing language: 

“Ido not believe that if England was going to 
Wage war against Russia, we should wage it at a 
disadvantage, and with every advantage in favor 
of Russia.“’ Lord Granville denied that the Govern- 
ment's military policy had been a constant failure, 
and denied, also, that Russia would go to Herat. 
The motion for production of the papers was then 
withdrawn. 

ENGLISH AND RUSSIAN SECURITIES.

THE BROOKLYN HOLOCAUST. 


Fragments of Hamaa Flesh Found in the 
Ruins To-day. 

Broog.yn, N. Y., May 7.—The first things found 
this morning in the ruins of the terrible ca\astrophe 
on Monday, in South Brooklyn, were two smal! 
fragments of human fiesh. Almost the 
first spadeful of ashes that was dug 
up bore its fruits A piece of livid 
flesh was scraped by the blade of the tool and laid 
bareto sight. A few moments later another small 
piece of flesh, in which the veins and nerves were 
visible, was uncovered and laid beside the first. 
Superintendent Goff said: “I called at 
Police Headquarters and was told 
that there were still seven bodies 
missing." The doctors who have examined the 
shapeless black portions of human bodies 
taken from the ruins reported this morning that all 
of the fourteen persons are thus represented. The 
number of persons reported missing up 
to 11 o'clock today was twenty-one. 
Of the dead the bodies of Henry 
Divest, Adolph Mottes, Frederick Egger and Ed- 
ward Butlers have been positively identified, and 
the men who worked in Wm. Durst’s shep say that 
Henry Haffner is undoubtedly among the unrec- 
Ognizable bodies exhumed yesterday. It is the 
general belief that twenty-one does not_eover. all 
the victims of the calamity, and that when other 
parts of the ruins are searched more bodies, in 
those of cluding several young girls, .will be found. 

The place where the dead have been found is in 
the rear of the west extension, where the floor fel 
in, and the menin Durst’s shop were buried in the 
wreck before the fire occurred, li the injured 
persons, including Mrs. Henrietta Haas and her 
daughter Emma, are doing well and will probably 
recover.

THE QUEEN OF NAPLES. 


The Quiet Existence of a Lady Who 
Has Been Known to Romance. 
From the New York Sun. 


Another queen’s private existence is not 
without its characteristic features. The name 
of the Queen of Naples evokes a figure out of 
some romance of chivalry and legends. She 
ageters to our fancy as a heroine in sensational 

ventures of love and warfare, sometimes 
heading fantastic uerades and mad revelry 
in the palace of the Bourbons at Naples, at 
others defending the last bulwarks of threat- 
ened royalty on the bastions of Gaeta; visitin 
the dying in the casemates under the bombs o 
the Garibaldians, or kneeling at the feet of the 
Pope to receive his blessing on “his dearly be- 
loved daughter.” This is yor re lingering 
in our imagination. In ity the Duchess 
de Castro, as she is called now, 
is a quiet, subdued, silent woman, leading 
a life almost monastical in its monotonous re- 
am. in an ordinary hotel of the Rue Boissy 

’Anglais, in Paris, a street near the Champs 
Elysees and abutting on the Place de la Con- 
corde, where another Marie lost her life and 
her throne. She has lived there through the 
long years of her exile, after the cottage of St. 
Mande was abandoned, in 1874, for the Hotel 
Vuillemont, where the King and Queen occupy 
two large apartments on the first and second 
floors. The King has one secretary and the 
Queen one lady in waiting. A butler, four men 
and four maids compose the whole of their 
private staff of servants. For the rest they 
avail themselves of the general resources of 
public establishments. The royal couple have 
renounced the pomps of palaces. Even when 
visiting Saeatel. Ges Queen’s native city, they 
put up unceremoniously at the Hotel Bellevue, 
the quaint old hostelry, with its highly colored, 
almost historical decorations. 

During eight months of the year the Duchess 
de Castro resides in Paris, The remainder of 
the time she spends at the seaside and in 
Bavaria. She seems to eschew all splendors, 
all representation, even the social advantages 
she might enjoy in a city where she would be 
welcomed by so many illustrious families more 
or less related to her. Almost her only amuse- 
ment is riding, either in the open airorina 
riding school.

PROTEKAN CHARTBERS. 

The patience: with which the American peo- 
ple throw up their hands and permit them- 
selves to bs robbed onthe highway by char- 
tered banditti is beginning to be regarded by 
the rest of the world as a queer national eccen- 
tricity. We have such a superstitious reverence 
for legalized brigandage of the corporation 
pattern that we not only give loose charters 
to as many new companies as can be organized, 
but grant toeach company as many charter 
aliases as may be needed to enable it to evade 
its obligations and responsibilities to the pub- 
lic by changing its technical identity at will. 

The two elevated railroad companies of New 
York, the Metropolitan and the New York, 
were both bound by fheir charters to reduce 
fares to five cente whenever their earnings 
should justify a dividend of 10 per cent on the 
investment, This obligation was fora time 
evaded by watering the sték to $13,000,000, 
or more than twice the capital actu- 
ally invested, and by bonding the Metropolitan 
for $12,818,000 and the New York for $8,500,- 
000. And still the business increased so that 
the net earnings for the year ending last Sep- 
tember amounted to $2,900,000, or enough to 
pay interest on the bonds, and 10 per cent divi- 
dends on the watered stock, and yet leavea 
surplus of $232,140. 

But there is no reduction of fares as provided 
by the charters. Jay GovuLp and CYRUS 
FIELD, the owners of the two roads, have been 
incorporated in more shapes than Proteus him- 
self ever dreamed of assuming. Attack them 
atany point asa railroad or telegraph com- 
pany and a grand transformation scene imme- 
diately ensues. Not satisfied with being both 
the Metropolitan and the New York compa- 
nies, not to mention a score or so of other com- 
panies, they incorporated themselves as a Man- 
hattan Elevated Railroad Company, and, by 
leasing their two roads to themselves under an- 
other corporate name, they can make any rent 
they choose to name a charge against the net 
earnings, and with this sort of jugglery evade 
the obligation to reduce fares. 

It was by means of the Protean incorpora- 
tion trick that STANFORD, HuNTINGTON, Hop- 

KINS and CROCKER acquired the Central 
Pacific and its Government loan and land 
grant, pratically free from all the conditions 

imposed by Congress, for a small outlay of only 
$1,500 apiece of theirown money. They wat- 

ered its stock to $60,000,000, bonded it heavily, 

and, treating all of its GB¥ernment obligations 
with contempt, built their Southern Pacific and 
other roads with’the procéeds, until they had 
obtained a through route of their own from 
San Francisco to the Atlantic independent of 
the Central Pacific, which they still own sub- 
ject tothe Government lien. And now sud- 
denly they loom up asa new corporation, the 
Southern Pacific Company of Kentucky, lessee 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad Company's 
property, the latter having just previously 
become the lessee .of the Central Pa- 
cific on conditions framed with a view 
to the evasion of the Thurman 
act and other Government obligations. The 
Central Pacific has paid over $31,000,000 in 
dividends and its earning capacity is undimin- 
ished, but under this new arrangement its 
earnings will hereafter, as heretofore, go to 
sustain.other railroad property which the man- 
agers own free from Government liens. Con- 
trolling a line from ocean to ocean that sustains 
$180,000,000 of stock, this new Kentucky com- 
pany is butthe same old snake, appearing in a 
new skin after sloughing off a dozen old charters 
and leaving them empty and valueless on the 
hands of the public. 

How long the people will subject themselves 
and the legislative and business control of the 
country to such autocratic management by 
syndicates of capitalists, is « mighty interest- 
ing question. The apathy of the public is 
amazing, but here and there are signs that the 
uncurbed reign of the syndicates is drawing to 
a close. 


ENGLAND'S extradition treaties are binding on 
the courts in every one of her colonies unless 
there is an express exception of a specified part 
of the British dominions. But domestic legis- 
lation is necessary to carry an extradition 
treaty into effect, and the local legislation of 
what were formerly penal colonies may not be 
in all cases entirely favorable to the prompt 
extradition of fugitives from justice. Botany 
Bay family traditions naturally incline to sym- 
pathy with the fugitive. But the probability 
is that the only obstacles to the extradition of 
MAXWELL in New Zealand are those interposed 
by distance and the safeguards which’ boch 
English and American law throw around the 
individual arrested on a charge of crime. 
Nearly two months must elapse before the 
requisition with the properly certified 
documents can reach Auckland, and in 
the meantime, if no warrant can be 
be found in the local laws for 
holding MAXWELL a prisoner on sus- 
picion, he may get out on a writ of habeas cor- 
pus. On the faith of a cabled description the 
American Consul charges him with the mur- 
der of another Englishman in St, Louis, and 
telegrams from our own Secretary of State 
and from the British Government may strongly 
corroborate the charge, but they cannot es- 
tablish the identity of the prisoner, or prove 
that the evidence forthcoming some two 
months hence will show probable cause for his 
extradition. When men are arrested by tele- 
gram in this country, itis not easy to hold 
them till requisition papers can be prepared 
and forwarded from another State. A series 
of rearrests and brief detentions have to be re- 
sorted to sometimes to tide over the delay and 
beat the habeas corpus writ. It may be the 
same way in New Zealand, and Maxwru 
may be hiding with the blacks somewhere in 
the wilds of that big island or Australia 
before the requisition papers can reach Auck- 
land.

THE WORK DONE 


What the Sanitary Committee Has to 
, 1 a ee 
Show for the Money Spent. 


Over Four Thousand Nuisances Abated 
in Five Weeks—Alarming Figures 
About Pest Spots—More Funds 


Needed.

It is now possible to present something like a co- 
herent and detailed account of the work done in St. 
Louis under the impulse of the Citizens’ Sanitary. 
Commhittee, and paid for with the money raised 
during the winter by the voluntary contributions 
of the citizens. Tosum up the situation ina sen- 
tence, St. Louis is a changed city. While it is true 
that much remains tobe done, it is remarkable 
that with so little money in so short a time such 4 
task should have been accomplished. Never in the 
history of St. Louis has the city approached such 
good sanitary condition as itisinat this present 
writing, aud one more push of the shoulder to the 
wheel will put this town intoa condition where- 
from the municipal fingers may be snapped at 
threatening epidemics. 3 

A Post-Disparca reporter yesterday accom- 
panied Mr. Charies W. Francis, the chief sani” 
tary officer, on a tour of inspection 


throughout the city, and was able to learn by oo 
sonal view what was being done. Everywhere 
where work was most needed, work was being 
done, Gangs of men were to be found here, there 
and everywhere delving away at suspicious muck 
heaps, cleaning out bad alleys, draining out and 
filling up threatening stagnant ponds, making sewer 
pose Sry Aor digging trenches, and, in a word, 
leaving that unwelcome guest, the cholera bacillus, 
no place to hide and propagate. 

The first work done was the house-to-house in- 
spection, It was necessary to know where nui- 
sances were before the attack upon them co uld be 
made. This wasin itself a gigintic task. n in- 
spection thorouga and owen as far ag it has 
gone, was made in the First, Second, Third, Fourth, 
Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, 
Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth, Fifteenth, Six- 
teenth, Seventeenth, Nineteenth, Twentieth, 
Tweny-tbird, Twenty-foarth and Twenty- 
sighth Wards. Thus it will be seen 
the wards not yet reported upon were the 
lith, 18th, 21st, 22d, 2th, With and 27th. To give an 
idea of the magnitude of the task. taking one ward 
at random, say, the First Ward, here is what was 
done:

This of course shows that tweoty per cent of the 
houses in the First Ward have dangerous water- 
closets, a hig proportion, but one fully borne out 
in other parts of the city.

In other words, there was an average of three and 
a half pestileunce-breeding water-closets in every 
block visited, enough to poison easily the whole. 
Added to this is an average of three more cesspools 
in each block without sewer cvonnection. Out 
of every seven houses visited one had a 
positively dangerous privy, and out of every four 
houses one bada water closet either positively or 
probably pestalential If the sanitary inspection 
stopped right at this point it would have justified 
itse.f before the people. There never was graver 
need for an examination than St. Louis presented 
this year. 

But the work has not stopped here; the location 
of 3.429 wells has been sub nitied to the City Chem- 
ist for examination already, and of course analyses 
will be made. This number differs from the 
amount given in the table above, but it. must be 
remembered thatthe tabie is prepared solely to 
show the resuit of the inspections, not to include 
all the information received froma every source by 
the Health Department. 

In pursuance of the legal method of abating 
nuisances, 513 cases were brought up wo 
April 30 before the Board of Health. 
These comprised 230 cases of filthy yards and lots, 
3530 cases of filthy privies,64 cases of fuil, over- 
flowing and ilezal privies, 50 cases of obstructed 
sewers, 14cases of fiithy drainage, 2) ponds, 143 
filthy cetlars, 5 private al eys, 2 fiithy cow stab es, 
8 stagnant cisterns, 3 fithy premises, 4 improperly 
trapped sewers. Of course tais would make a 
total of 908 cases, but it must be remembered that 
often a number of nuisances occur at one place, 
and are consequently put im as one case. One 
hundred and fifty of the nuisances above were 
abated, 104 condemned, 16 dism.ssed. In a great 
many cases it was not necessary to bring the case 
before the Board of Heaith in order to secure the 
abatemeni of tue nuisances. It wasdone summa- 
riiy. Tuat this isthe case one fact alone is suffi- 
cient proof. Five thousand and sixty-two property 
holders were notified to abate nuisanceson their 
property, and 4,000 yielded prompt attention, aad 
actually abated the nuisances. 

TENEMENTS. 

The qnestion of the condition of the tenements 
of the city is one of the gravest before 
tne sanitary committee, and hence a very careful 
examination was made of those in the Fourth and 
Seventeenth Wards, tue resuli affording some very 
interesting facts. In the Fourth Ward seventy-nine 
tenements with 2,458 rooms held 922 families con- 
sisting of 4,815 persons—an average of two to a 
room and of sixty to a house. Seventeen of these 
tenements were found ina bad condition. In the 
Seveuteenth Ward ninety ten ate with 1,133 
rooms heid 517 families coasisting Of 2051 persons— 
an average of not quite two to a room and of 
twenty-seven to a house. Of these ninety tene- 
ments but four were in order. 

THE WORK DONE. 

So much for the inspection. Assoon as enough 
work was biocked out oy the inspectors, the lauor- 
ers were gotto work in every of the city. 
North of Grand avenue saiong tue Bellefontaine 
road the low land has been ditcnoed and drained and 
two ponds filled up. Asfarsouta as Ferry street 
the wor« of ditching and draining bas been carried 
on until,as the resuit of five wee«s’ labor, the 


morasses whica disfigured toat part of the city have , 


disappeared. A bad pond on Nineteenth, near Bre- 
men avenue, has been filied, and a pipé connection 
t intoavery nasiy pnd on ‘wenty-fifth and 
Varren. This is not the piace for an itemized ac- 
count of the work done, however. Any ore who 
goes about the city with his eyes open can see 
the results already. The great pond that 
disfigured the foot Souiard street is aimost a 
thing of the past; three days more work will have 
filled it up, ds iae part of the off} are dis- 
appearing. Alleys in which the accuinulation of 
garbage had almost buried the fences are being 
pulled to pieces and renovated, 4,071 feet of sewer 
pipe has been laid and ditches and drains cut in 
every direction where they would do most good. 
The sanitary committee nas funds enough to con- 
tinue tuis work fora mouth moré. It is expensive 
but it is vital. More money will be needed, and a 
little more money will put St. Louis in a state of 
sanitary defense unapp by any city in 
America. The work already done is earnest of the 
brains and industry which have combined to do the 
work. Certainty, the Vity of St. Louis asa whole, 
and the citizens of St. Louis severaliy, can show no 
excuse why tnis business should not be brought to 
anend. ‘ihe funds must be forthcoming.

A YEAR'S SHOWING. 


The 117th Annual Report of the New York 
Chamber of Commerce. 

New Yorx, May 7.—The 117th annual re- 
port of the New York Chamber of Commerce shows 
that for the year 1884 there was a decrease in the 
imports of the entire country of $57,812,806 from 
the figures of 1888, and a corresponding decrease in 
exports of $45,809,273. The imports of coin and 
bullion increased $7,258,116, butthe exports in- 
creased $88,668,554. Excluding coin and bullion, 
the total imports of the port of New York were 
$38,828,447 less in 1884 than in 1883, and the exports 
were $18,581,050 less. The imports of coin and bul- 
lion at this port fell off $6,836,245, and the exports 
increased $35,020,568. The report says: ‘The year 
has opened favorably. Our products are going 
abroad freely. ‘The balance of trade in our favor, 
i. e., the excess of exports over imports of merchan- 
dise for the first quarter, ending March 31, i885, is 
stated by authority at $48,632,664, a marked differ- 
ence from the showing of the first quarter of 1884, 
when the imports exceeded the exports by the sum 
of $21,162,353. The exports of coin have thus far 
exceeded the imports by $2,500,000, of which over 
$2,000,000 silver can wel! be spared. We look fora 
year of gradual revival and a full restoration of true 
‘value to every real security and commodity. 
Already there 1s a healthy revival in many branches 
of trade, domestic and foreign, but activity in secu- 
rities can not be expected until their real value is 
definitely asceriained: in a word, the precise rela- 
tion of their income to the capital they represent. 
In regard to the National bank question, the report 
says tne Comptroiler of the Currency estimates 
tnat unless ilezisiation will suortiy ve had 
which will enabie the banks to issue currency at a 
fair profit, taeir circulation wiil, from the present 
time,be reduced at tne rate at least of $40,000,000 per 
annum. It must now be definitely determined 
whether the National banks shall ionger issue cur- 
rency, or whether their issues sual! be gradually re- 
placed with coin certificates, and the issues of the 
Government. If this latter course be resorted to, as 
is not improbabie, it is to be hoped they 
wili be limited to $500,000,000,and,as they have been 
decided to be a iegal tender by the 
Supreme Court, thatthe promise of exchange for 
coin acthe Treasury or any sub-treasury of the 
United States be stamped upon toe face of every 
note. With this restriction of issue, the engage- 
ment of conversion on demand and the withdrawal 
of all notes under $10, the ideal of a perfect cur- 
rency would ce reac::ed; an ideai oaly possivie on a 
metallic basis, sufficiently sirong to guarantee 
conversiou, but easy in the United States, the 
largest producer of the precious metals, the con- 
tinued coinage of which is, and wiilbe, ampie 
evough to weet the increasing demands of our 
growing population.

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How Prise-Fighters Are Made. 

“IM tell you how we train prise-fighters newa- 
days.” said van Davis, the pugilistic trainer, to a 
Commercial Gasatia peparier yesterday. “There 
ia,” eontiaued the trainer, “a great difference be- 


tween our present mode of preparing a man for a 
prize-ring encounter and the systems of i 
thirty or fifty years aro Then it was extreme 
tougn and harassing work, but now the syste. 
much more refined and agreeabie." 

“If you had a man, say, ten pounds too big when 
matched to fignt, how would you proceed with 
him?’ was asked. 

“Well, | would reduce him twenty pounds straight 
away. Not by weakening the system by physic, 
but by athletic exercise, I would make him run 
‘en or twelve miles daily, and give him but two 
wealsaday. I would not resort to the sudden 
sweating process either: that is to put the intending 
fighter between warm biankets. Thisis damaging 
to the system. We reduce our men best by 
legitimate out door exercise. When we get a man 
as light as we want him, say ten pounds lighter 
than at the weight at which he has to fight, we 
then begin to build him up gently again. This 
is the point at which careful training is neejed 
among pugilists. It is important that the skin, 
flesh and muscies of the fignter be as hard as possi- 
bie, so that the blows of his opponent will not so 
readily cut him or cause much swelling. To attain 
this we rub our men as hard as we can with a mixt- 
ure Of horseradish, lemon juice and a little whisky. 
Alcehol was formerly used, but it is going out of 
fashion now. The first-named mixture is tne thing 
to make the skin lixe leather, In fine weather the 
pugiilist, in training, is out of bed 
avout > gee in., after having had 
about eight hours’ sleep. He goes on the road 
for a seven or eight miles run or walk, without his 
breakfast. He is allowed a piece of dry toast in his 
pocket to munch at during his journey, but that is 
ail. When he returns we rub kim with the mixture 
already named as hard as we can with rough towels, 
and then he is ailowed 1 good square meal,inciluding 
@ good supply of half raw beef.” 

“Why is the beef haif raw?” 

“Why, yousee it makes him fiercer. Many of 
our gentler kind of fizhters don't like the raw veef 
business at first, but they soon get used toit. Dur- 
ing all this time the trainer keeps the arms and 
hands of his man in practice by soft-giove exercise, 
but as the day oftiefizht approacies the puzygilist 
is kept busy atthe gum ball or sand bag if the 
fight is to be under the Marquis of Queensberry 
rules Our man must be taught to pouad the sand 
bag as hard as ever his sirength aliows for tiree 
minutes atatime. ifthe London P. R. rules are to 
govern the fignt, we want hin quic«, fierce aad 
strong. The raw beef process aids himto be sav- 
age and gluttonous for his Oppouent’s blood, and 
he is extremely anxious torushin and smasn the 
other feliow all to pieces."’ 

“During a fight between two men, what clear 
proofs are there of inferior training?’ 

‘Well, if a man is badiy trained the blows he re- 
ceives will readily cut and disvolor his skin. His 
eyes especially will swell greatiy and he becomes 
biind. I bave known instances wuere the seconds 
have been coimpelied to cut the swoilen eye of their 
charge and actually suck the blood out, I things 
that no man should enter the ring without a plaster 
around his body. ‘This protects uis ribs from being 
broken and weakens the force of pewerful stomach 
blows. Billy tdwards, Benny Campbell and oid 
Pat Moran all wore these plasters when they 
fought in this district and they ail won their 
battles.” 

Mr, Davis closed his explanatory remirks with a 
strong protest agaiust tae police interference of 
prize-fights. Said he: “If two men want to fight 
iet them do it, and I jike to see them do it well; tuat 
is, slug each other as long as they can.’’—(|Com- 
mercial Gazette.

Uniess ‘ different arrangements should be made 
upon the arrival of the English yacits one of the 
series of contests will be over a triangular ocean 
course, the i starting from off Sandy Hook. 
Another will be a race dead to windward and lee- 
ward and back, starting from off the Hook, the 
lightship, or whatever Joe may be decided on, 
and the other to be sailed over the regular course of 
the New York Yacht Club in the bay. 

The trial races which are to decide which of the 
yac bts of this conntry sball have the honor and re- 
sponsibility of bearing the c ub’s penant in defense 
of the cup will take piace during the jast ten days 
of next month, and will be open toall sloops sixty 
feet and over on their water line.

THE DEED OF A FIEND, 


A Mother Butchered in the Presence 
of Her Children,

A Tragedy That Startled Austin, Texas, 
This Morning—An Unknown Man 
Enters a Residence and Kills Eliza 
Wilson, a Colored Domestic—The 
Epidemic of Crime in Austin. 


By Telegraph te the Post-Dispatch. 

Austin, Texas, May 7.—The terrible epidemic of 
crime that has recently overrun this city culmi- 
nated this morning. in one of the most brutal mur 
ders that has ever disgraced the community. The 
victim was only a poor colored woman named Eliza 
Wilson, but the circumstances surrounding the 
bloody deed give to the assassination all of 
the ghastly horrors of utter heart- 
lessness. The deceased has been for 
years acting as servant in the family of Dr. L. B. 
Johnson, who is one of our most prominent citizens 
She was an exemplary and trustworthy domestic, 
hard-working and friendless widow. She slept in 
au isolated wing of the Johnson residence, and in 
the same bed with herself reposed her three little 
children, the oldest of whom is only 7 years of age. 
At an early hour this morning an unknown wretch 
entered her room, and all that followed will never 
be known, as there is no one to tell the terrible 
story save the frightened children, who were terri- 
fied into silence and made to cover their faces in 
the bedclothing while their mother was being 
hacked to death withanaxe. The helpless little 
ones, afraid to move, lay bathed in their mother’s 
blood till 6 o'clock this morning, at which heur the 
fearful outrage was discovered by passing neigh- 
bors. 

A burried examination showed that the woman's 
head had been 

MASHED TO A JELLY, 

and her trunk rifled and robbed of whatever arti- 
cles of value it contained. A UVoroner's jury is now 
holding an inquest, and the greatest excitement 
prevails over the horrible murder. The murder ac- 
quires a fearful significance from the fact that 
almost night after night for weeks past 
several attempts have been made to 
outrage servants in various parts of the city. A band 
of colored fiends seem to have confederated to- 
gether forthis purpose, and, although they have 
thus far only raided the sleeping apartments of 
hired domestics, their conduct has become a source 
of terror to the whole community, and this latest 
outrage puts all good citizens upon their guard. 
There is no telling where the murderous epidemic 
is drifting, and, in the present state of excitement, 
vengeance sure and speedy is certain to follow any 
miscreant caught in the commission of a midnight 
crime. Only a few weeks ago the City Council 
placed fifty extra policemen on duty to suppress 
nocturnal lawlessness, but now that these diabol. 
ical deeds are again being perpetrated, the people 
will take the matter in their own hands, and soon 
effect what the police force has utterly failed to 
accomplish. Lynch law is bad, but anything is 
preferable to the rampant and unpunished crime 
which startles this community.

The tracing of iis growth to the present time is full 
of interest, and although there have been many 
failures the steady progress from time totime can be 
seen plainly, Experience has taught the leaders and 
mauagers valuable lessons. At tae worst and most 
rs becna coterie of 
musical people to take up the burden and continue 
the line of succession. This can be traced from tne 
beginning to the present ime, It speaks all the 
more powerfully for the genuine love of music 
which there bas been in St. Louis that these efforts 
have nearly always been attended by financial loss, 
= the managers, undaunted, have begun 
again, 

About the first choral society of which there is 
any remembrance among the oldest musicians was 
ihe Oratorio society, which flourished under Mr. 
Craries Bainer’s leadership for a 
time, and may be counted among the 
early institations of the city. This was succeeded 
by the Philharmonic, which was organized in 1859, 
and enjoyed ten years of prosperity and success. 
it was formed under the geniai influence of good 
cheer after a concert given under tne directien of 
Mr. Waidauer for the benefit of Trinity Church, at 
Mercantie Library Hall. Mr. Dabney Carr invited the 
musicians to a spread afterward, and then the idea 
of forming a musical society was first broached. 
The result of it was “the Philharmonic. 
It included both orchestral and choral parts and in 
its time was probably the best organization of the 
kind inthiscountry. It brougnt Edward Sabilesky, 
one of the greatest of musical directors, to this 
city, and under his leadership the organization was 
brought to a high state of perfection. Its series of 
SiX Concerts every season constituted the musical 
events and subscription tickets of $50 each were in 
immense demand. Armong the organizers of the 
eee Sate A. Waldauer, Charies baimer, Dabuey 
Carr, Wm. and Henry Robyn, James E. Yeatman 
who was the first president, and 
Geo. W. Parker, late president of the Ovouncil, who 
acted as treasurer: Under its guidance music 
flourished in St Louis and musical culture was 
given an impuise which is yet felt. 

Mr. Sabliesky was allowed to leave the city, and 
an ambitious attempt to construct a hall involved 
the erganization in debt, which ended finally in its 
dissolution at considerable cost to the managers. 

After the wreck of the Philharmonic another 
oratorio society was organized under the leadership 
of Prof. North, with both orchestra and chorus. 
Concerts were given in the Merchants’ Exchan 
Hall, but after several attempts and considerab 
loss the oratorio succumbed to the inevitable. 

lt was followed by the Harmonie, which had a 
brief existence of some two years. It was under 
the direct of Robert Goldbeck, and after several 
concerts in the Mercantile Library Hall it broke up 
under the strain of financial ter. None of 
these societies had large choruses. There have been 
several others of more or jess importance, but this 
brings the history of choral efforts to the formation of 
the choral society some five years ago. It was 
formed by Prof. Otten and rogressed slowly at 
first under coi rable difficiities: What % at- 
ten pted was don@ thoroughly and its rogress has 
a png ~ been steadily vuilt up.

A TINY BABY. 


The Smallest Mite of Humanity Ever 
Born in This Country. 
By Telegraph to the Pest-Disvatch. 

New York, May 7.—There was an increase in 
the number of tenants living at 490 Third Avenue. 
Up to 5 o’clock on Tuesday morning there were only 
twenty-six persons, all of them asleep at that hour. 
Mrs. Anna Viering gave birth to a littie stranger, 80 
little that even the smallest sunbeam that crept 
through the haif-closed shutters was larger than 
the newcomer. It was agirl,and as weighed by 
the attending physician, by the old-fashioned scales, 
pulled down but eight ounces, and an eight ounce 
baby aliye and kicking was a thing so uncommon in 
the doctor's practice that he sank back into a chair 
more astonished, then rose disappointed, and laid 
the child by the side of its mother. It was scarcely 
eight and three-quarter inches long, from the crown 
of ite head to its feet, fully developed. It cried 
lustily, just as a much larger baby would. The 
story of its birth is almost as marvelous as the size 
of the baby. It was just 4o’clock, hardly light 
enough to see clearly, wuen tke beil of Dr. Charies 
Rotun’s house, No. 231 East Fifty-eighth street, 
tingied violently, and as the door swung open 
a breath aod scarcely able 
to the physician to the 
. Vi Half ao hour later the 
tiny baby saw the light of day. Mrs. Viering is the 
mother of four well-developed children, the eldest 
being a stout lad of 16, who works as a plumber’s 

. There is nothing unusual about the other 
children, who are of tue ordinary size. Mrs. Vier- 
ing is 84 — old, a typical German woman, with 
a round ny face and red cheeks. Sae is not 
very tall, but. still of the normal anato- 
mic measurement. The eight-ounce baby is an ex- 
act counterpart of an ordivary child. When born 
its littie head measured 154 inches from forehead 
to back, but it gradually swelied out untii it

THE SPIRITUALIST TRIAL. 


Mr. and Mrs. Miller Held For the Grand 
Jury by Judge Noonan. 

The spiritualist trial ended yesterday in the hold- 
ing of the mediums, Mr. and Mra. Miller, in bonds 
of $1.000 each for the Grand Jury. The testimony 
given during the afternoon was not specially inter- 
esting. Thecase for the defense had closed on 
Tuesday and the evidence of the first witness in re- 
buttal, Mr. 8. B.. Mills, was givenin full in yester- 
day’s Post-Dispatcu. H- had been present at two 
seances given by the Millers,which were fraudulent. 
Mr. Mills testified that he wasaclairvoyant me- 
dium himself, and that he had long been a believer 
in spiritualism. Dr. Snyder was called, but was not 
in the court-room, 

Mrs. Johnson, one of the prosecuting wit- 
nesses, was put upon the stand again. 
She testified to baving seen the clothes 
and properties exhibited on the table in 


the court-room, taken from the cabinet at the 
seance on the evening of March 4 Mrs. Miller had 
guaranteed that forms would appear of . bi 
and bones. Mrs. Ady wasrecaiied. She attempted 
to put on the white spirit robe found in the cabinet, 
in order to illustrate the manner in which it was 
worn by Mrs. Miler. As Mrs. Ady isa piump and 
pleasing person, and Mrs. Miller rather syipblike 
and faeriform, the experiment was not a complete 
success, here was much more of Mrs. Ady not 
covered by the spirit form than there was con- 
cealed—say, seventy-five per cent Mrs. Ady and 
twenty-five ber cent ghost. In cross- 
examination rs. Ad stated that § she 
bad always Believed that Mrs. Mil- 
ler’s seances were fraudulent and had said so toa 
number of persons. Dr. Hughes, eps, ke! superin- 
tendent of State Insane Asylum at Fulton, testi- 
fied, as an expert, that it was impossible, by any of 
the known laws of nature which justified the hy- 
pothesis, to construct a corporeal body 
out of incorporeail substance, In cross-exam- 
juation Dr. Huyhes stated that he was a believer in 
the Christian religion, but deciined to state to which 
form of faith he adhered. He believed that Our 
Lord had appeared on earth after he was crucified 
and buried. é 

Mr. Jones asked: “Is not that contrary to your 
statement as to the laws of nature?” 

Judge Noonan ruled the question irrelevant. 

This testimony closed the case. Both McBride 
and Messrs. Seward and Jones stated that they 
were wiliiag to submit the case without argument. 
Judge, Noonan then said; “From the evidence 
which has been given I believe that there has been 
a deception aod a trick, Under the circumstances 
I will hold the defendants under a bond of $1,000 
each, and recommend that the prosecuting wit- 
nesses carry the case before the Grand Jury, 

The counter case of the Millers against Johnson 
and Madden, for assault and battery, was then 
called up and dismissed,
